SOUTH CAROLINA PIRATES. 

South Carolina has certainly reared some 
respectable and patriotic citizens, exhibiting 
in their lives, refinement, humanity and some 
chivalry. Thomas H. Grimke may be men¬ 
tioned for one. But it is net too much to say 
that the state is now in the hands of pirates, 
who are determined to prey upon their spe¬ 
cies in defiance of the laws of God and man. 
The treatmeut lately received by a respected 
citizen of Boston, at Columbia, S. 0., is a 
good exemplification of this. Dr. Larkin B. 
Coles, formely. a Baptist clergyman tn this 
Slate, anil well known as a Christian gentle¬ 
man, an eloquent preacher, and an educated 
Physician, has for some time past lieen trav¬ 
eling at the South, delivering lectures on 
Physiology and selling a valuable work on 
the art of preserving health. He had been 
in Alabama and Georgia, and was everywhere 
well received till he came to Columbia, S. C. 
The treatment he there suffered is thus de¬ 
scribed in a letter which he writes to the Na¬ 
tional Era, dated Baltimore, Feb. 5.— Inde¬ 
pendent Democrat. 

I left Augusta, Georgia, on Ssturday morn¬ 
ing, January 4, in order to reach Columbia 
in time to make my usual arrangements for 
the Sabbath; but the cars ran off the track, 
so that I could not reach there till Sunday 
evening, too late to accomplish the object. 
On Monday morning, I called on the book¬ 
stores, and a few of the leading business 
men at their places of business, who took 
several copies of the work. On Tuesday 
morning 1 breakfasted at 5 o’clock, to take 
the cars for Charleston. As I came out from 
breakfast, a constable met me, saying, “ You 
are summoned to appear before the city au¬ 
thorities, to auswer the charge of selling 
books manufactured out of the State, con¬ 
trary to our corporation laws.” I saw at once 
what was the real offence in the case: it was 
not because I had sold a few books for the 
physical and moral well-being of men, but 
because I was from the wicked State of Mas¬ 
sachusetts ; and especially the accursed city 
of Boston, where, notwithstanding all the le¬ 
gal facilities which Satan can devise, it is so 
hard to drag a man from his self-possession 
and freedom, back into bondage ; 'where there 
are at least a few men who dare not, under 
the flag of boasted American freedom which 
God has raised over this nation, commit the 
darkest deeds of the foulest despotism—who 
dare not, in God’s highway, rob a man of 
property vested in himself, which was be¬ 
queathed to him by the great I Ail. 

It was not because I had uttered any sen¬ 
timent, or done anything else obnoxious to 
their views, but because I happened to belong 
to a bad section of this glorious Union. I 
thought it was now a good time to test the 
peculiar privileges of a citizen of this Con¬ 
federacy, and to measure the length of the 
devil’s chain in this matter. I therefore yield¬ 
ed myself quietly to the protecting care of 
two civil officers, and soon found myself 
locked in a cell provided for horse thieves 
and murderei s, where the dense darkness 
would have shielded a ghost from my vision, 
and the cold and dampness required con¬ 
stant walking to keep me from shivering. I 
remained there from about 5 A M, till 10, and 
then was escorted to the court-room, before 
Mr. May bin, the city warden, who issued the 
summons. I told him who I was, and what 
I was doing ; and he appeared to think he 
had a somewhat different case from what he 
anticipated. He very politely asked whether 
I would be willing to have my baggage ex¬ 
amined. I told him to do so. H e then re¬ 
leased me from the officer’s hands, to meet 
the mayor and others at 12 o’clock, and sent 
a Mr. Snowden, the town marshal, and the 
constable, to the hotel, for the purpose of ex¬ 
amining my baggage. I opened my trunk, 
valise, and carpet bag. The marshal looked 
over their contents awhile, and then said he 


must have them up to his office, and ordered 
a servant to take them, I objected that he had 
no right; he said, “1 am bourd to have 
them there anyhow—am going to make thor¬ 
ough search iu this matter.” I threw my¬ 
self back upon my first resolution, to see 
where Satan would lead, and let him go on. 
At this moment I went to two lawyers, stat¬ 
ing the case,'to get their interpretation of the 
law under whose cloak they had arrested me. 
But they were so much engaged they could 
not possibly attend to it I saw my only de¬ 
fence was vested ia myself. I went to the 
marshaPs office, and again exposed my bag¬ 
gage. 

Everything I had with me was ransacked 
with the most rigid, unwarrantable, and in¬ 
sulting scruti nv. All my private femilyletters 
from my wife and daughters were opened 
and read. I objected; but he persisted—said 
he did not care to read them, but kept on 
opening every one of them, and reading in 
each what he could afford time; and would 
often utter insulting remarks: he “never saw 
a man have so many letters; wliat can a man 
be about to have so many letters; so many 
letters, too, of introduction ; a man must be 
up to some mischief, to need so many letters 
to help him on.” I had two large pocket- 
books of papers in my valise. He wonder¬ 
ed what a inan needed of so many pocket- 
books ; he took out and examined all their 
contents, papers of various kinds, and read 
them—even papers pertaining to my ordina¬ 
tion. He found a report of the doings of a 
Council, called some twelve years ago, to set¬ 
tle a matter between a deacon and myself, by 
which I was sustained, and the deacon led to 
confess. After reading this, Mr. Snowden 
said. “ Oh, it seems this is not the first lime 
you have been tried for misdemeanor; yon 
have been tried for bad •onduct before. - ’ 1 
looked him indignantly in the face, and ask¬ 
ed. “ Sir, what was the result of that Coun¬ 
cil ?” “ Oh, you were cleared to be sure!” 

He examined and commented on some 
small drawings done by my wife, and given 
me to keep in my absence; also likenessess 
of my daughters. He found a few cakes of 
toilet soap in the bottom of my trunk. “ Oh! 
said ho, “ dealing iu soap, are you ? Selling 
that about the country ; where is it manufac¬ 
tured ? How much a cake ?” I had several 
pairs of woven long stockings. “ What in 
the world does an honest man want of so 
many pairs of stockings ? What have you 
got bundled up iu them—anything private ? 
Iu the long examination of my family let¬ 
ters, the multitude of which vexetp- him so 
much, he found written to a daughter, but 
not subscribed or sent. “ What is this ? A 
letter to a daughter, not sent. But your name 
is not to it. I see you do not always sign 
your name to things you write—very sly 
about matters.” 

He found I had a daughter a teacher in a 
seminary at Tuscumbin, Alabama. He wanted 
to know whether I had ever lived or tried to 
live there. I told him no; that I had recent¬ 
ly visited my daughter there, had given lec¬ 
tures, &c. He replied, “ Yes, you have tried 
to live there, and they drove you off for bad 
conduct. I saw a paper stating it; it was 
you, I know it was ; and the people finally 
agreed to allow you to return back on your 
giving bonds for good behavior.” I told him 
sternly that there was not a single word of 
truth in that statement. He repeated sever¬ 
al times, with great positiveness, “ it is true, 
and I can prove it.” I insisted on his getting 
the paper referred to, which he had seen on¬ 
ly two or three days since. He finally prom¬ 
ised to look for it, and bring it down to the 
hotel that evening. He finally acknowledg¬ 
ed he might be mistaken—that it might have 
been another man. He did not produce the

I found the marshal determined to examine 
further, threatening, if I objected, to procure 
a search warrant and examine me personally.

I packed up 
my trunks, requiring him to see them back 
to the hotel, and retired as from the tyranny 
of a barbarian and the clutches of those who 
sought hard for a pretext for vengeance, but 
found it not.

we met the mayor and wardens. The charge 
being made, and the corporation law read, I 
was called upon to plead “ guilty or not guil¬ 
ty.” I then rose and stated that I did not 
consider myself guilty of any misconduct 
among them, even in the sight of their law; 
but that I had done in good faith what I could 
to disseminate light on the subject embraced 
in the work before them, of which I was the 
author, and had sold copies at bookstores, 
to a few persons at their J places of business 
as I had done in nearly every city in the 
United States ; that in nearly all the Southern 
States the same law existed, either as a stat¬ 
ute or municipal regulation, but that it had 
never been construed in a light to affect me • 
that no lawyer accustomed to interpreting 
that law wohM consider it as having any 
bearing on such a case; that it referred to 
the book trade. I explained to them how I 
came to enter this field of labor, with the 
whys and wherefores. 1 found I was to be 
judged by men who knew little about law, 
nor did the most of them appear to know or 
care to know much about anyihing hut a fat 
dinner. They were much less qualified to 
judge of the merit of my mission than an 
Arab would be of moral philosophy. It is 
due to one of them to say that he consider¬ 
ed me free from the bearings of their law, 
and expressed it decidedly. The clerk also 
said to me the next day, “ I have no hesita¬ 
tion in saying you was most illy treated.”— 
After some consultation, and finding that no 
proof could be made of incendiary efforts, 
after the most determined purpose to make 
out a case of that kind, they finally softened 
down, and, instead of requiring fifty dollars 
for violating their law, which was the maxi¬ 
mum penalty, required a tax of one dollar 
and eighty eents, and dismissed the case. 


Sir : — Information has just been com¬ 
municated to the President that a number of 
persons, principally people of color, ii the 
vicinity of Boston, did, a few days skice, 
combine to prevent the execution of the law, 
providing for the arrest of fugitive Slates, 
and did forcibly rescue a slave who had been 
arrested from the custody of the officers of 
justice. It is possible that the city authorities 
may find it necessary' to call in the military 
force to aid in the execution of the law. If 
such should be the case, and the marshal or 
any of his deputies shall exhibit to you the 
certificate of the circuit or district judge of 
the U. States in the State of Massachusetts, 
stating that, in his opinion, the aitl of a mil¬ 
itary force is necessary to insure the due exe¬ 
cution of the laws, and shall require your 
aid, and that of troops under your command, 
as a part of the posse comitalus, you will place 
under the direction and control of the mar¬ 
shal yourself and such portion of your com¬ 
mand as may be deemed adequate to the 
purpose. If neither the circnit nor district 
judge should be in the city of Boston when 
the exigency above referred to shall occur 
the written certificate of thu marshal alone 
will be deemed sufficient for you to afford the 
requisite aid.

Sir: — The department has received in¬ 
formation that a prisiouer, arrested as a fu¬ 
gitive slave iu Boston was forcibly arrested 
from the deputy of the marshal of that dis¬ 
trict, on Saturday last, by lawless violence, 
in the very seat of justice in that city.- • 
When we had last advices, he had uot been 
recaptured. It therefore becomes necessary 
to take immediate measures for the execution 
of the law in this and all similar cases; and 
whilst it is hoped that the civil officers will 
stand in need of no military assistance from 
the forces of the United States, you are in¬ 
structed that, if the marshal or any of his 
deputies charged with the service of process 
by competent authority, shall pioduce to you 
the certificate of the justice or district judge 
of the United States that, in his opinion, 
combinations against the execution of the 
law of the United States exist in that district, 
too powerful to be overcome by the civil 
authority, you will promptly order tlie ma¬ 
rines, or any other force under your com¬ 
mand, to accompany and aid the marshal in 
making arrests, in preventing rescue, or in 
recapturing any person who has escaped or 
been rescued by virtue of any process in his 
hands, if, however, neither the justice nor 
district judge shall be present in the city o 
Boston at the time when the call for such 
assistance shall be made, you will then act 
upon the like certificate from the marshal or 
deputy, and render the aid required. 

To avoid any access of authority, you will 
on all cases direct the officer in command of 
the force herein described, to receive, while 
on this service, the orders of the marshal or 
deputy, and act only in strict obedience there-

Comparative value of British asd 
American Iron. —The Washington Repub¬ 
lic says the comparative durability of British 
and American iron has been pretty thorough¬ 
ly tested on the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad; a road the best in the world for a 
test of the kind, on account of the heavy trans¬ 
ports which pass over it. That paper says: 

For many years a record has been kept in 
relation to every single bar removed, show¬

The t dhole people, as if by common im¬ 
pulse— as if ever man felt a persons! pride 
in the matter—has endured, with heroic for¬ 
bearance, injuries which make one’s blood 
boil to contemplate. Thousands of troops 
have been quartered upon the people in all 
the principal towns and cities—these for¬ 
eign hords have brought poyety and ruin into

try' is nearly laid waste by them. The quar¬ 
tering of troops upon the citizens has been 
the occasion of such displays of patriotism 
on tlie part of a few of the distinguished 
Professors and Judges, as deserves to be pub¬ 
lished to tlie world. In tbe city of Marburg, 
Professor Bayrhoffer, who had fifty men 
quartered upon him, treated them with so 
much hospitality, that at one their meals they 
drank his health, with several round ofeheers 
and wishings of long life; this came to the 
commanding officers, and the scldiers were 
all taken away and quartered elsewhere. The 
: Professor went to the commander and beg- 
: ged to have them returned to him, because 
he could not endure to be exempted from 
participating in the common oppression and 
sufferings of his fellow citizens. 

An officer in Cassel had for some reason 
received no quartering of soldiers; he im¬ 
mediately applied to the Commander-in-Ch" 
ot the Austrian forces, requesting to have 
, liis quota of men sent to him. He said he 
; supposed there must be some mistake in the 
matter, and for fear that the inference might 
, be drawn that he did not sympathize in the 
position taken by his country men if he was 
not allowed to suffer with them, he begged 
not to be excepted in the general billeting of 
troops among the citizens. 

This quartering of soldiers has been made 
the excuse for tlie most unpardonable perse¬ 
cution of all those citizens and officers who 
have shown themselves most active in de¬ 
fence of the rights of the people. Judges of 
the Court of Appeals, of the lower Courts’ 
officers of the National Guards and private 
citizens who were active in lending assist¬ 
ance to the officers of the Army who resign¬ 
ed rather than violate their oaths to support 
the Constitution, hare been especially singled 
out. In some instances they have no room 
for the men iu their own houses, and must 
pay for their lodgings elsewhere. We found 
Prussian and Austrian soldiers occupying the 
city at the same time. The Prussians are 
willing to pay for the board and lodgings of 
their troops, but the people have been seized 
with a strange enthusiasm on the subject, and 
treat the Prussian soldiers as guests, not al¬ 
lowing them to pay for anything. The Ba¬ 
varian and Austrian soldiers on the one side, 
and the Prussians on the other, amuse them¬ 
selves by rapping each other over the head 
when they meet on the street of an evening. 
Iu .order to prevent these street fights, the 
troops have finally been ordered not to go 
out after dark. 

Such was the mournful position of matters 
in Cassel at the time we passed throngb it on 
the 24th of Dec. The picture is in no particu¬ 
lar brighter at the present moment (Jan. 5th). 
The Elector returned to Cassel on the 27th 
of December —was received with marked 
silence on the part of the citizens, and during 
the past few days he has had abundant op¬ 
portunity of seeing how utterly powerless he 
is in his own dominions. He recently re¬ 
quested to have the national guards once 
more armed, but the Austrian comman¬ 
der informed him that he should not allow 
it. — Count Leiuingen is in fact at the head 
of affairs in Cassel, and the Elector must 
submit entirely to his commands. In this po¬ 
sition matters will remain unil some decision 
is arrived at by the Powers at Dresden. 

The Hessian people have shown a noble 
example to the other nations of Europe. 
They deserve our unqualified sympathy and 
respect, and I doubt not the opportunity will 
be afforded to every friend of humanity of 
contributing towards a fund for tlie relief of 
the thousands who have lost their ail in the 
unfortunate struggle for freedom. If it was 
known in America and fully appreciated 
how this people have been reduced by the 
oppression of their Elector and his foreign 
allies — as in the case of famishing Ireland 
— the hand of assistance would be extended 
to them from every side. All honor to the 
brave Hessian officers who scorned to be 
made the instruments of a tyrant in the op¬ 
pression of his people; all praise to the 
people for the valuable example they have 
set to the nations of Europe at a time when 
the cause of freedom was suffering so much 
from the indiscretion of its espousers! The 
present does not promise much to them, but 
the future is bright with better destiny.

-Mr. Editor: — That the cause of freedom, 
in our land, demands at the present crisis, the 
collected energies of all those who would in any 
measure be considered its friends, is too ap¬ 
parent to cause a single doubt. 

All the talent, all the perseverence, all the skill, 
which each,and every one possesses, is needed to 
stem the tide which is fast rushing upon us, 
threatening to bury US under the cold stony 
waters of slavery. 

No time, since the declaration of Independ¬ 
ence, has been so pregnant with great events, so 
intimately connected with our personal liberties, 
as the present. 

The “ settlement ” of the slavery agitation, of 
which so much boast has been made, has sprung 
a mine under our feet; which, if it has no other 
tendency, will serve to throw light on the de¬ 
signs of the despotic power, which has so long 
governed our nation, which now seeks to invade 
even the sanctity of our minds, and to drive us, 
by pains and penalties, to sanction the trade in 
he bodies and souls of our fellow' men. 

Is it not time for us all to awake to a sense of 
o ur danger, when our legislators pass laws, which 
nvade the privacy and sanctity of every man’s 
home; which authorizes the'seizure of every 
husband, wife, father and brother in more than 
half the States in our Union, and hurries them 
before an irresponsible magistrate, to decide up¬ 
on the claim of some piratical speculation in 
flesh and blood, that they were of negro paren¬ 
tage, and been held in bondage by some imagi¬ 
nary or real being — the provisions of the law, 
making it of no difference which — and instead 
of the merciful provision of all other laws, that 
all doubts shall be construed in favor of liberty, 
this was framed with the most minute care to 
express the deepest hatred, and the most un¬ 
scrupulous malignity towards all those senti¬ 
ments of humanity and benevolence, which are 
the crowning glory of a Christian community. 
When such laws are passed, is it not time 
for every man to awake ? 

Let us all reflect, that it makes no difference, 
whether the alleged fugitive be a black man, or 
partly so, or whether he be white, or a clergy¬ 
man, a doctor, a lawyer, or whether he or she 
be the father or mother of a family, or a hus¬ 
band, a wife, a son, or daughter ; they are ail 
equally exposed with the African, to arrest, trial, 
and to be given up to some miscreant, who- may 
claim them, and to be sent, by the help of all 
the force that the United States can muster, 
unless they can prove they were not slaves, and 
ntj^imp. or facilities allowed them for that. And 
this, in a land which is called a land of liberty. 
No one can deny, that all this, and much 
more, are the legitimate results of this enact- 

Beeause they have taken place under it, and 
no one of us, is sure, that the next victim may 
not be ourselves. It is of no use to talk about 
constitutions, common sense, a sense of justice, 
Which knows no human constitutions, is enough 
to teach every person who has a spark of pride 
in regard to the supposed guaranties, which the 
laws have thrown around themselves, or that 
nature has implanted in every man’s bosom, 
a law which is directed against the life, liberty, 
peace or. happiness of any innocent human be¬ 
ing, is unholy, tyrannical, null and void. That 
those who approve of the provisions of the law, 
and profess such lofty aspirations of patriotism 
and contend so" strenuously for the majesty of 
the laws, are insincere, is proved by incontesti- 
ble evidence. 

Take for example, the whig papers of Bos¬ 
ton. While descanting with holy horror upon 
the violation of law in that city, in rescuing a 
man from the officers of government, and using 
all the epithets which the English language can 
afford, to express its abhorrence of the act, it 
records without one word of disapproval, the 
proceedings of a mob assembled in a’neighbor- 
ing place to arrest the freedom of speech, and 
equally to violate the laws and constitution of 
the United States. The Advertiser and Caur- 
rier, cannot be exceeded by the most servile print 
in the Union. They never utter a word of com¬ 
plaint when mobs assemble in Boston, to in¬ 
terrupt Anti-Slavery meetings, and thus strike a 
deadly blow at the main pillar of our Republic, 
free discussion, hut on the Contrary, use lan- 
guage directly calculated to justify any meas¬ 
ures, however unlawful they may be, when di¬ 
rected against anti-slavery sentiment. 

Other whig papers'in that State, and this, 
have done the same thing; while some of the 
most unscrupulous, in the democratic party, 
have openly endeavored in a recent instance, to 
incite mob resistance to the freedom of speech 
in this State. An attentive observer can but 
see, that the pretended patriotism of the whig 
party, is not the result of a pure love of law, 
for the sake of law, but a supreme love of party, 
making it incumbent on them to support the 
law for party purposes, while that portion of the 
opposite party, who support it, do it from the 
inherent disposition which has always made 
them the natural allies of tho slave power. 
While the friends of this enactment are using 
all their sophistry, to cover up its abominations, 
some for one reason, some for another, it all re¬ 
solves into one element. Capital for party pur¬ 
poses. And to what do these party purposes 
lead ? Is it not evident to every reflecting mind, 
that the object of the reviving of this law, of a by 
gone age, is invidiously to instill into the minds 
of the people a thrifty germ of despotism. A 
casual observer might see only a desire faith¬ 
fully to execute the provisions of the constitu¬ 
tion. Just so, many in France, were beguiled 
into the belief that Louis Philippe, was a fast 
friend of the people, his wily, insincere course 
. most effectually blinded the people, until it was 
nearly too late. In this case, the passage of 
this law, with its provisions, is a direct step to 
the very centre of despotism. While its friends 
endeavor to cover it over, hiding its deformity 
under assumed patriotism, hoping, vain hope, 
to stifle all opposition, and gain the assent of the 
people, waiting to see the principle gam strength 
and radiate its poisonous influences through the 
country. No one can fail to see that when the 
personal liberty of an individual is placed in the 
hands of one man, entirely subject to his deci¬ 
sion, with all the influence of prejudice and per¬ 
sonal feeling in the scale against the person 
whose liberty is at stake and all the power of 
the government brought to hear to support that 
decision, whether right or wrong, without 
the right of appeal, that it is as absolute des¬ 
potism as can be conceived. The plea, that 
the ii«ht of appeal lies in the State to which, he 
may be carried, may he true, but that is only 
another fallacy by which the slave power seeks 
to mystify the people. 

The right to certain things may exist, with¬ 
out the possibility of obtaining them. Hungary 
no doubt, had a right to her Independence, and 
had she been strong enough, she could have 
obtained it. Poland, also, had aright to her 
liberty; andyot both were crushed by the same 
bntfe force. It would be just as impossible for

EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. _ 
Lovell, March 8th, 1851. 

Here we are under the hoary brow of the 
White Mountains, upon which the winds have 
been trying to muster a snow storm, but with 
about the same result as Webster and Fillmore 
will meet in raising military forces to hunt 
slaves in Massachusetts. Mount Washington 
stands in the distance calm and majestic as his 
namesake, pleased with the aspirations of sur¬ 
rounding peaks, and gathering around him the 
cloudy drapery of winter. The mountain scen¬ 
ery from some of the elevations in this town 
is a rich reward for a visit to this part of the 
Switzerland of America. And when the Mon¬ 
treal railroald winds its way along the north¬ 
eastern base of the White Mountains as it soon 
will do, visiters will be plenty and richly re¬ 
warded. The cars are to commence then - trips 
next Monday from ’ South Paris to Bethel, 23 
miles. I had supposed the road to Canada must 
pass through a deep and extensive forest: but I 
am assured that was a mistake, and that the 
country is all open and cultivated throughout 
the whole distance except about ten miles. An¬ 
other section of the road is to be opened next 
1 summer. 

The meeting here was really one of the very 
best. We took along one of those noble men 
whom Fillmore, Cass, & Co. are seeking to hunt 
hack into slavery, and whose chivalrio history 
we shall hereafter give our readers. The meet¬ 
ing was designed for little more than this town, 
yet the meeting house was filled—sometimes 
crowded—with a candid and deeply interested 
audience during the most of two days. Rev. 
Me3srs.Hawes and Harris were here from Bridg¬ 
ton, and with Rev. Mr. Wentworth of Lovell, 
contributed much to the value of the meeting. 

And another thing added much. An excel¬ 
lent choir of singers, directed by and com¬ 
posed mainly of the Farrington Family, known 
somewhat extensively for their musical ability, 
delighted and inspired the meeting by the mu¬ 
sic of the Minstrel. Seldom have we heard 
better, on such an occasion. 

Fathers and mothers, girls and hoys, were 
there, and even little children were brought to 
receive the inspiration of liberty e’er they leave 
their mother’s arms. A delightful example 1 
And while the meeting was most of all charac¬ 
terized by deep moral impression, a pretty evi¬ 
dent enthusiasm for liberty, was kindled up in 
the bosoms of those inhabitants of the moun¬ 
tains. We have been told that when the peo¬ 
ple of this town undertake a thing it is not apt 
to he left half done, and this was evident on this 
occasion. The fact is they raise men and women 
up here, and we should not be surprised if they 
kept up such notions for sometime to come.— 
But they can’t raise slavecatchers ;—they won’t 
glow;—the breath of old Mount Washington 
would.be pure nitrogen to them should Web¬ 
ster Se Co,, send any of the breed this way. 

About $23 in cash were contributed for that 
noble young man whom his country is dogging 
from its soil, to pay hi3 way to a land of liber¬ 
ty ; and not satisfied with this, the ladies under¬ 
took to “fix out” his beloved wife, and in a day 
or two collected an amount of clothing &e. per¬ 
haps equal in value to the money given. Noth¬ 
ing was ever done up in more gallant style. If 
pro-slavery politicians will persecute virtuous 
people out of the land, the women have a no¬ 
tion that their expenses must be paid. 

Of course, slave-hunting “democracy” is 
trembling here on its last legs, and its whig co¬ 
adjutor has now nothiifg left but a few faithful 
sentinels to explain to travelers the catastro- 
phy. And as for ministers who have not learn¬ 
ed the theology of human liberty, they are not 
only becoming uncomfortable but scarce. The 
people do not want them.

RAILROAD OPENING TO BETHEL. 

On Monday last the cars On the Atlantic and 
St. Lawrence Railroad commenced their regular 
trips to Bethel, 70 miles distant from Portland, 
and twenty-three miles further than heretofore. 
Bethel is a very pleasant and thriving village of 
2000 inhabitants. It is the center of- business 
for quite a large section of country, and will be 
for many years. It is the seat of a partially 
endowed Academy (styled Gould’s Academy) 

■ t ' lat h‘ ls been in successful operation for a long 
time; and is the home of as hearty, intelligent 
and industrious a community as any other town., 

Through the politeness of the Superintendent 
of the road, we took passage at half past Seven 
and arrived in Bethel five minutes past eleven, 
A. M., stopped there two hours and reached 
Portland again at half past four, bringing back 
with us over two hundred paying passengers. 
This is the railroad that our jealous neighbors of 
a sister city, say goes back into the woods where 
nobody lives; hut bears and catamounts hold 
undisputed sway. 

We had a beautiful day — a delightful ride, 
gentlemanly conductors, the first quality of cars 
easy, capacious roomy, drawn by a powerful 
and beautiful locomotive manufactured in Port¬ 
land, which has not failed to brir^g the heavy 
trains into Portland through the deep snows of 
this boistrous winter, within an hour of the 
regular time, while the Boston trains have been 
delayed from five to fifteen hours several times 
during the past season ; and over a road that 
ride3 easier than most any other in the country, 
so far as it has been accepted by the company. 
The last few miles of the rails have but just 
been laid and willnot be accepted till June next, 
by Which time it will be put in as good running 
order as any other. 

It was quite cheering and amusing to witness 
the interest and wonder manifested by the in¬ 
habitants, on the appearance of the locomotive 
and cars thundering their way among the 
mountains and valleys of upper Oxford. The 
people from far and near collected together in 
crowds on the tops of the hills that overlook 
the road, and around the station-houses, to 
witness the unhallowed tread of the iron horse 
upon their consecrated soil; and to hear the 
first scream of the shrill steam whistle that rent 
the air and broke in upon the stillness that has 
brooded over those hills and vales for the last 
fifty-eight centuries. 

Full a thousand people awaited our arrival at 
Bethel, the great mass of whom had never be¬ 
fore seen a locomotive or a railcar, and they 
fired the “ big gun” in honor of the event. To 
all appearance, tjieir immaginations had not pic¬ 
tured to their minds half the reality of this 
novel scene; for the multitude stood and gazed 
upon the animal of iron nerves, and fiery breath) 
and ponderous train for all the two long hours 
we remained there, and “ne’er gave o’er” till 
they were lost in the distance on their retreat¬ 
ing tour. One of the old settlers, remarked, in 
answer to an inquiry if when he first came to 
Bethel he thought he would live to see such 
things there, “ No, if you had talked of coming 
here with such things as these, we would have 
hung you all for witches.” 

But in the detail of other things we have al¬ 
most forgotten the road. The affairs of the 
company as will be seen,by reference to an article 
in another column, are in a sound and prospe¬ 
rous condition. The culverts, abutments and 
bridging, are all done in a most substantial and 
workmanlike manner, and wide enough for a 
double track. There are some heavy cuts in solid 
granite, and some pretty extensive embank¬ 
ments in the town of Greenwood. But tailing 
the route together it is a wonderfully level road, 
there being no grade over 60 feet to the mile, 
considering the mountainous conformation of 
the earth in that region. There is an air of ap¬ 
propriateness, convenience, neatness and sym¬ 
metry about all the station-houses on the way, 
that carries the idea of a practical sense, of good 
taste and propriety in the managers of this en¬ 
terprise, quite gratifying to the traveler. And 
then to know that the freight and passenger 
business of the road is equal to paying six per 
cent upon the investment, with only its present 
extent, is quite as satisfactory to the stockhol- I 
ders. 

By the fourth of July next, the road will be 
opened to Gorham, N. H., twenty-one miles 
from Bethel, just at the foot of Mt. Washing¬ 
ton. A company are now building a large, first 
class hotel in that place, to be under the super¬ 
intendence of Mrs. Hayes, formerly of the Ban¬ 
gor House. 

The completion of the road to this point will 
secure the White Mountain travel, the coming 
season; putting the journey from Boston to the 
mountains within the compass of an easy day’s 
ride, and an expense of only about $4. 

The ascent of Mi Washington is far easier 
from this point than from any other, there be¬ 
ing a carriage road to the top, and the new and 
elegantly furnished hotel, and accomplished 
landlady; the cheapness of the route, and the 
most delightful scenery among the mountains 
and valleys, and rivers and lakes of Oxford, will 
all conspire to make this a most popular and de¬ 
sirable resort.

The Stockholders of the Atlantic and St. 
Lawrence R. R., met at the City Halllast Thurs¬ 
day, to take formal action upon the matter of 
raising money to finish the road six months 
sooner than was contracted for by Messrs Wood, 
Black & Co., that is, in July 1852 instead of 
January 1853. The only obstacle to the com¬ 
pletion of the work at that time being the 
want of funds. A plan for raising this money 
was suggested some months since, and has been 
discussed by the Stockholders in an informal 
manner, and finally matured by the Directors 
and this legal meeting of the Stockholders was 
called to consider the subject. The proposition 
was a3 follows : “ That the Stockholders do au¬ 
thorize the Directors to make a mortgage of the 
whole road, to secure the bonds to be issued for 
$1,500,000, to bear date April 1, 1851, payable 
in fifteen years, subject to the prior lien and 
mortgage to the city of Portland.” This sum, 
$1 500,000, is inclusive of $700,000 already se¬ 
cured to Wood, Black & Co., but which mort¬ 
gage they are willing to release and take their 
security in a mortgage covering the whole — 
thus making but $800,000 additional to be rais¬ 
ed and secured. After some discussion they 
unaniinously voted to accept the proposition. In 
the afternoon, there being a very full attendance, 
the following vote was passed with but one dis¬ 
senting vote. “ That the Stockholders do here¬ 
by authorize the Directors to unite with the An¬ 
droscoggin and Kennebec Railroad, with or 
without other parties in taking a lease of the 
Penobscot and Kennebec Railroad, on such terms 
as may he agreed upon by the Directors, — pro¬ 
vided the required authority to make such lease 
be granted by the Legislature.” This vote was. 
discussed with some warmth but with perfect 
good feeling; Judge Preble against, and Messrs. 
John Neal, Neal Dow and John A. Poor in fa¬ 
vor. We rejoice to say, that the spirit and en¬ 
ergy which characterized this large meeting, give 
us unmistakeable evidence that the measures 
wifi be carried out in good faith and in good sea¬ 
son, so that we can secure the great fall freights 
which will be seeking a conveyance at that time of 
year. We have always been enthusiastic in the 
advocacy of the speedy completion of this road, 
and above all in the profitableness of the enter¬ 
prise when completed. Were it not for incur- 
ing the epithet “ dreamer,” we might enlarge 
here upon the results of this enterprise upon the 
business prospects, and commercial importance 
of Maine in general, and Portland in particular.

For 
water they had snow to eat. 

In 1845,1 commenced keeping 145 sheep 
for myself, managing in the same beaten 
way, with the exception of feeding some 
grain to the whole flock late in winter; which 
I might as well not have done, for not to feed 
si eep grain until March or April, and then 
to give to old and young, weak and strong, 
alike, is equal to throwing good money after 
poor. I generally lost from 15 to 30 per cent, 
of lambs in the spring, and from 6 to 12 per 
cent, in wintering. I followed the old track 
two years, when I came to the conclusion I 
was paying too much toll, and that I would 
try some other way. I bought a Paular buck 
used one of mine for a tenser, and the ewes 
served but once. I built some boxes — one 
for 25 sheep —and fed in them their hay and 
grain, keeping them in three flocks; part had 
water and the rest snow. I lost but 4 per 
cent, of my lambs and less old ones, and at 
shearing they did some better than before. 

I began to see that 1 received pay for what 
I called, my extra pains, and said I would 
have a flock in four years, that would average 
4 lbs. per bead. I selected aud sold from my 
flock such as I did not wish too keep, and let 
out others, retaining the best myself. The 
lambs were taken from the ewes the first of 
September, and turned with a few old ones
